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OPERATION 3KYWATCH 

It >fa8 the late afternoon of August 
17, 1958, Tfarm, partly cloudy but 
showing signs of clearing. It looked 
like It might be a perfect night for 
obsonrlng the sky. A promised U.S. 
moon-shot, the Perselds meteor shower. 
Sputnik III and the anticipation of 
seeing a UFO weighed heavily on our 
minds. Homer Schaefer was going to 
participate in the evening's events 
with your editor. Our destination 
vras Cedar Valley, about 40 miles 
northeast of Toronto. I chose that 
spot because I knew the svirround- 
ing countryside, having spent many 
holidays there on my aunt's farm. 

Tvro sightings of UFOs were seen 
during the pc.st year over the area, 
one making a right angle turn and 
then heading south. 

It vras dusk when we arrived and set 
ip our gear. The moon bad Just set 
-giving us the expected clear sky. 

Tfhen vlmrlng the various stars it 
vms seen how easily It was to mistake 
a star for a UPO, not \intll that time 
fully realized. These, of course, 
were tho stars near the horizon, 
whose flashing colors of red and 
green gave the appoaranoe of hover¬ 
ing. Some looked like i^d discs 
vrhlch could have been mistaken for 
liars, had vro not known the correct 
position of Mars. The thick atmos¬ 
phere near the Earth's surface can 
sure play tricks with a person's eyes. 
Me had our lookout spot on a hill 
whore we could view the v/hole horizon 
In every direction with the exception 
of a little bit of tho northwest 
section. To the East was a reforost- 
atlon development. 

The. lights from various farmhouses 
gradually flicked out so that about 
1.30 a.m. It was completely dark. 

If anything was going to appear 
we felt sure it v;ould bo betwoen 
novr and Just before sunrise* Tho 
Perselds meteors kept us constantly 


alert, showing the curvatures of 
flight and dlffezwt brilliance 
featux*es. They originated In the 
Northeast. There were two spectacu¬ 
lar flashes, as If they wore flax*es, 
hurled at us from the sky. All the 
rest were pretty ordinary looking. 

It VBiB noted that the meteors fell 
In groups.at Intervals of from 
10 - 15 minutes, at which time 
another shower of 6 - 10 meteors 
wovtld be seen. 

I was looking over tho reforestation 
at a starless spot In the slgr when 
there appeared a round red light as 
If someone aimed a flashlight at me 
and bllnlced the light. It looked 
like. It was Just a few yards over 
the tree-tops, whloh were about 
300 yards away from us. 

I alerted Mr. Schaefer and we both 
looked, through blnooularo for any 
silhouette which may have been there. 
It was 1.39 a.m. At 2.05 I looked 
to my left to put down the blnooulars 
when Homer shouted that he saw It In 
the same place I bad seen It. Hlo 
desorlptiontallied with mine as to 
distance, color, size. There is 
definitely no fire tower or anything 
to be seen In the daylight over that 
area. We saw the red light no more. 
About 4 a.m., we both saw a red and 
green flashing light on the horizon. 
It was slowly moving and oould have 
boon mistaken very easily for a UFO 
even through tho 132X telesoppe lens* 
It was the first star In Orion's belt 
slowly rising to the East* 

Clouds started to converge on us and 
a cold wind soemod to toll us that 
the show was over for that night. 

V/e'd come back again. Soon.

Krafft's answer ms certainly satis¬ 
fying to mso He said, "I have worked 
now for about four years on a space I 
program. Three years ago when I came 
to Oonvalr I ha<l a program that was so 
forward looking I was afield I'd be 
laughed at. But, to be perfectly 
frank, my program was expanded beyond 
what I had established." 

As I thought of my talk to you tonight, 
one of the things that really stood 
out In my mind was the fact that It 
wasn't much more than a year ago that 
space programs were almost exclusively 
relegated to the fxmny papers.

In a 8i>an of less than twelve months, 
apace programs are thoroughly accepted 
and generally discussed, and the 
thought that a man may go to the looon 
la no longer strange to any ordinary .

In prog¬ 
rams and In theories—then we come to 
know It a little bit the way you know 
your house, or your automobile. We 
knew Its limitations. Its dark areas 
and its light areas* Then, all of a 
sudden, something that might have ap¬ 
peared very mysterious suddenly ap¬ 
pears very plain. A great new Idea 
Is bom and bursts on the world as 
some startling new thought. But great 
new thoughts generally come about be¬ 
cause people have become quite familiar 
with a whole new area of Ideas. 

"I like to think of this process of 
getting fcrolllR.r with new areas of 
ideas as wandering In the tomormws," 
he said. It's Important that In the 
area of "exploring the tomorrows" we 
of the free world, we men and women 
of free thought and free expression^ 
know enough and apply ourselves enough 
to stay ahead of the Communist world 
that 1 b dedloattid to our destruction. 

In this prsoesa we must not lose sight 
of the t'aot that there may be another 
and a bigger discovery to be made In 
exploring the tomorrows.
